NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 16th November, 1994 

No. 110l2Ti94-IES.—In the Kulcs for Indian Economic Service Exami¬ 
nation, 1994 published vide Notification No. 1 I0l2|lj94-IKS dated 16th April, 
1994 in the Gazette of India (Extraordinary) Part I—Section I dated 16th 
April, 1994 

(1) the proviso below rule 12 shall be substituted by the following : 

“Candidates who obtain such minimum qualifying marks in the written 
examination as may be fixed by the Commission in their discretion 
shall be summoned by them for viva-voce. 

Provided that candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes or Scheduled 
Tribes or the Other Backward Classes may be summoned for viva voce by the 
Commission by applying relaxed standards if the Commission are of the opinion 
that sufficient number of candidates from these communities are not likely to 
be summoned for viva voce on die basis of the general standard in order to 
fill up the vacancies reserved fur them". 

(2) in rule 13 for sub-rules (i) and fii) and the provisos thereunder shall 
be substituted by the following : 

(i) After the interview, the candidates will he arranged by the Com¬ 
mission in the order of merit as disclosed by the aggregate marks 
finally awarded to each candidate in the written examination as 
well as interview and in that order so many candidates as arc found 
by the Commission to be qualified at the examination shall be 
recommended for appointment nplo tire number of unreserved 
vacancies decided to be filled on the results of the examination. 

(ii) Candidates belonging to any of the Scheduled Castes or the Sche¬ 
duled Tribes or the Other Backward Classes may, to the extent 
of the number of vacancies reserved tor the Scheduled Castes, the 
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Schedule Tribes and (he Other Backward Classes be recommended 
by the Commission by a relaxed standard, subject to the fitness 
of these candidates for appointment to the Service)posts. 

Provided that the candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the 
Scheduled Tribes and the Other Backward Classes who liuve been recommend¬ 
ed by the Commission without resorting to the ldaxed standard referred to 
in this sub-rule shall not be adjusted against the vacancies reserved for Ihc 
Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and the Other Backward Classes.
